If tin* bill becomes law the foreign 
horn residents of this country who 
are within the diraft age will be sub­ 
ject to tfie draft precisely the same 
as Americans.

tnand that 'foreign slackers" as well 
a- "citizen slackers” be subject to

residing in this country, are to be 
drafted under the same conditions as 
residents of the United Stares,, they 
will not be forced to fight their own 
countries. 
On the contrary, it is expressly pro­
